In answering the question as 
to the handline of the foxes, 
he said: 

“The animals are naturally 
wild and not easily tamed. 
Quite often* in cases where 
there is a litter of baby foxes 
and the mother cannot feed 
them, cats are introdueed as 
foster: mothers and foxes raised 
under those conditions become 
tame and domesticated. 

““We have erected a lookout 
house and a man is always on 


guard, besides two men, skill- 
ed in handling the animals, 
who live at the farm.’’
